The United States of America and the Republic of Korea (hereinafter 
referred to as "the Parties"), 

Desiring to amend the Agreement between the United States of America 
and the Repubfic of Korea for the Land Partnership Plan signed on 
March 29, 2002 (hereinafter referred to as "the Land Partnership Plan"), 

Have agreed as follows: 



ARTICLE I 

1, Article IV, paragraph 2 is amended to read: The Parties shall develop a 
detailed timetable for planning and executing the relocation schedule as specified in 
Appendix A, Annex 1 and grants specified in Appendix A, Annex 2. The Parties 
agree that the alignment of US Forces currently located outside the Seoul 
metropolitan area into key hubs south of Seoul shall be conducted, taking careful 
account of the political, economic and security situation on the Korean peninsula and 
in Northeast Asia.

Rail System. 

Note 2: Target date for return is 2005; Camp Hialeah will be returned by 2006. The ROK will provide 
space in a ROK military facility in Busan for those US personnel required to remain in Busan. 

Note 3: Units at Camp Page will temporarily relocate to other camps; Camp Page will be returned to 
the ROK in 2005. The ROK will provide required replacement facilities not later than 2008. 

Note 4: The grant of land and construction of facilities required to relocate U.S. forces from bases 
north of Seoul, .will be completed by the target date of 2008, the actual relocation of combat units 
of the US 2nd Infantry Division to Camp Humphreys will be executed based on decisions by the 
national leadership of both Parties.

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ARTICLE II 



1 . In accordance with Article VII of the Land Partnership Plan Agreement, both 
Parties may mutually consult and adjust base relocation matters, if there are 
significant changes to the requirements of USFK facilities and areas. 

2. This Agreement shall enter into force on the date when both Parties notify each 
other in writing that they have completed internal legal procedures necessary for its 
entry into force.
